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l. The day following his return from Moscow Walter Ulbricht renarted 
to the Politblire vlus a few other SED officials on his trip. 

Hssential points were: Germany will no longer be allowed to 
become the occasion for any égeravation of the world wolitical 
situation. The emphasis in world politics is shiftirg to other 
regions and thus American and British interest in Germany will 
iessen, This nhase requires a peaceful penetration of western 
Germany on the vart of the SED. "The Peonle’s Democracy line" 
will not be susvended in the Ruesian Zone but will be forced 
into the background. It is necessary to retain bourgeois parties 
as they now exist in order to nake evicent the similarities te 
western Germany. 


2. In the West- violent actions must be avoided. Moscow regerds the 
establishment of East«=West relations as the volitical task of 
tie moment in Germany, Consequently the goal now is not to save 
face for Communiam but rather to graen every chance for national 
Broups. ; 

3. Ulbricht explained that the "National Fror t* provaganda had been 
tco obviously the work of Moscow, The Eastern State must first 
be consolidated and rossess traits which make it attractive for 
the West. It cannot apnear as a land of proletarian poverty 
but rather must evidence quite bourgeois charscteristies with 
wotta and ceremony. Accordingly full attention must be given the 
traditional conservative forces, ehureh, universi+ies, ete,

In conclusion Ulbricht admitted that this program would requires 
new concessions by the old Communists but it Muet be realized 
that today every policy must be Kremlin policy. The day is gone 
forever when ¢« national policy could be formed cn the basis of 
hatloral Communism. The Kremlin surveys the volitical scene more 
commletely than all the national Communist groups. In Gernany 
the problems are esnecially difficult but they are also nroblemg 
of the USSR. Ulbricht stated that he had been promised that the 
political line taken in Germany will jiways be closely tied in 
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to the world policy of the Kremlin. Moccow is interested in 
gaining influence in all of Germany, that is,in western Germany 
especially. The neriod for rigorous nost-war nolicy has now 
ended. Comnromises, sensitive reaction to every imoulse, close 
contacts with every groun in western Germany will nrevare the 
wey for the activation of the true Communist goal. New political 
olans are now necessary which will portray the Fastern Republic 
in the West as a by no means revolutionary state. 
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
